Oswald Told 
Wife He Shot 
At Walker 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Lee 


Haryey Oswald, the accused as- 
sassian of President John P. 
Kennedy, reportedly 
told his 


wife he tried to kill Gen. Edwin 
A. Walker with a rifle shot eight 
months ago. 


The bullet, fired through a 


window by an unseen sniper, 
narrowly missed the right-wing 
general in his Dallas, Texas, 
home April 10. Walker was cut 
by flying glass splinters. 


Government sources said that 


Marina Oswald, Russian-born 
widow of the Marxist ex-Marine 
has told federal agents that Os- 
wald came home that night and 
boasted excitedly of his exploit. 


Neither the FBI nor the Jus- 


tice Department confirmed the 
story. But it was learned that 
the FBI has been investigating 
this offshot from the long chain 
of circumstantial evidence tying 
Oswald 24, to the sniper-slaying 
of Kennedy in Dallas on Nov. 
22. 


The episode reportedly is part 


of the FBI's massive report on 
the Assassination, delivered to 
the Justice

and

FBI agents recently picked up 


the Dallas Police Department 
report on the assault on Walker 
Dallas officials disclosed. 


Both the Chicago Sun-Times

The Associated 
Press obtained confirmation of 
the story from two official 
sources.

FBI Report 
Done, But Not 
Investigation

WASHINGTON (AP) - There 


were strong indications today 
that the FBI has completed its 
bulky report on the assassina- 
tion of President John F. Ken- 
nedy without closing its wide- 
ranging investigation. 


Newsmen got hints—but not 


from any official spokesmen, 
who refused comment—that the 
report has been turned over to 
the Justice Department, which 
will forward it to President 
Johnson. 


The President in turn is ex- 


pected to transmit the report to 
the review commission headed 
by Chief Justice Earl Warren. 


The W a r r e n commission 


meets this afternoon. Whether it 
was to receive the report then 
was not known in advance. 


The FBI is understood to have 


concluded that Lee Harvey Os- 
wald, 24, ex-Marine and Marx- 
ist, planned and executed alone 
the Nov. 22 slaying in Dallas. 


Warren has assured that the 


bipartisan body will reach be- 
yond the official findings if nec- 
essary to clear up any questions 
that the FBI and six cooperat- 
ing agencies have not answered 
to the commission's satisfaction. 


Warren announced Thursday, 


after a 
2Mi-hour commission 


meeting that Congress will be 
asked to arm the group with 
subpoena power. Congress is 
sure to respond quickly; legis- 
lation already is being drafted. 


Machinery was in motion also 


to equip the commission with 
staff aides, offices and operating 
procedures. 


The Warren group has full 


authority, under Johnson's ex- 
ecutive order of last Friday 
which created it, to go beyond 
a mere evaluation of the FBI 
and other findings. The order 
empowers it to "conduct any 
further investigation it deems 
desirable." 


Whether hearings will be held 


was not decided. Warren told 
reporters that none of the pro- 
cedural questions had been set- 
tled finally. 


Still to be resolved also was 


the question whether the White 
House will make public the FBI 
report before or after the com- 
mission studies and evaluates it. 


Johnson promised that the 


findings would be made public 
in full, but did not say when, 
and White House press officers 
have been vague on the ques- 
tion. 


Warren told newsmen after 


Thursday's meeting that the 
commission still was working 
somewhat in the dark in ap- 
proaching what he called its 
"very sad and very solemn 
duty" because it had not re- 
ceived the FBI or any othor 
yovenunenl report.

Unions Show 
Decline in 
Members

WASHINGTON (A - The 


Labor Department has put its 
finger on a sore spot in the na- 
tion's labor movement — union 
membership losses. 


And it blames the losses 


largely on a shift in the nation's 
job pattern toward more white 
collar workers, many of whom 
"have not recognized a need to 
be represented by unions." 


Affiliates of the AFL-CIO, the 


giant of the labor world with 
more than 14 million members 
in this country and Canada, lost 
220,000 members from 1960 to 
1962, the Bureau of Labor Sta- 
tistics reported. There were no 
specific figures .available for 
1963, but the declining trend al- 
most certainly continued this 
year. 


"The drop in membership has 


been due to declining employ- 
ment caused by structural shifts 
in the economy and lagging de- 
mand for the products of indus- 
try, rather than worker disaf- 
fection with the labor move- 
ment," the bureau said. 


But, it added, "There is as 


yet no evidence of a resurgence 
of organizing spirit comparable 
to that in the late 1930s and the 
early 1940s." 


The membership loss figures 


are based on the bureau's own 
survey and reported in monthly 
labor review. 


Many unions are reluctant to 


talk about membership losses.

MINNEAPOLIS (AP)-T. Eu- 


gene Tnompson, 36, was con- 
victed Friday of arranging the 
brual slaying of his wife, Carol, 
34, after one of Minnesota's 
most sensaional murder rials, 
lie was immediately sentenced 
to lite imprisonment. 


A six-man, six-woman jury 


took over a day to convict the 
dapper attorney of first-degree 
murder nine months to the day 
after his wife was fatally beat- 
en and stabbed in their lashion- 
able home in St. Paul. 


The state contended Thomp- 


son hired the killer for love of 
another woman and for more 
than $1 million in insurance. 


The blond, crew-cut lawyer 


remained in jail today pending 
his transfer to the state prison 
at Stillwater 
to see the life 


sentence imposed by judge Rolf 
Fosseen. There is no capital 
punishment in Minnesota. 


With good behavior, Thomp- 


son, would be eligible for parole 
after 17 Vis years. 


If his attorneys appeal — 


which they indicated likely— 
and if the predictably heavy 
bond is met, Thompson could o 
free pending a decision by the 
State Supreme Court.

Smoke Study 
Centered on 
Old Hands

PORTLAND, Ore. (AP)-You 


are past 40: Been smoking since 
age 15 or before? Inhale? A 
new barrage of figures linking 
smoking to disease and death 
may seem centered on you. 


The broadest study of the sub- 


ject yet made shows death rates 
increase with extent of expoe- 
sure to cigarette smoke, says 
the American Cancer Society. 


Its report today came on the 


heels of a proposal 
by the 


American Medical Association's 
Board of Trustees for a re- 
search program on tobacco and 
health "beyond statist ical evi- 
dence." 


The American Cancer Soci- 


ety's report was based on 422,- 
094 men who filled out detailed 
questionnaires and then were 
traced for an average of 34.3 
months. 


Dr. E. Cuyler Hammond, the 


society's director of statistical 
research, outlined the new find- 
ings at the 17th annual clinical 
meeting of the American Medi- 
cal Association. The figures con- 
firm previous findings and go 
further, he said. 


Pipe-smoking Dr. Hammond 


reported death rates were far 
higher among cigarette smokers 
than non - smokers, they in- 
creased with amount of smok- 
ing, and they were lower among 
ex-smokers of a year or longer 
than among current smokers. 


The latest study, aimed at re- 


futing challenges to six earlier 
ones, includes many new fac- 
tors. One part of" it compares 
death rates of 36,975 matched 
pairs (one smoker and one non- 
smoker). 


The "twins" were matched 


for age, race, height, urban or 
rural residence, and numerous 
other characteristics—even de- 
gree of baldness and frequency 
of eating fried foods. The smok- 
er in each pair used a pack of 
cigarettes a day or more. 


Of the 36,975 matched pairs,

Cotton allotments are changed 


slightly, either up or down, in 
most instances but rice allot4l 
ments are the same as last year. 


The statewide cotton allotment 


was increased 5,293 acres to a 
total of 1,327,747 The rice allot- 
ments of 439,019 acres was un- 
changed from last year. 


The county which produces 


;he most cotton—Mississippi — 
had its allotment reduced more 
than 2,000 acres but still has by 
far the highest total, 175,090. ^ 


Allotments for the other ma^ 


lor producing counties are Crit- 
tenden, 94,178; Poinsett 83,172; 
Craiehead 78,783; P h i l l i p s , 
78,503; Jefferson, 66,062; and St. 
Francis, 65,015. 


The county allotments 
are 


based 90 per cent on a five-year 
crop history average and 10 per 
cent on producing trends. 


Rex Ownes of the ASC office 


said the trend means that somqjl 
counties voluntarily are produc- 
ing less cotton and their allot- 
ments are being moved to coun- 
ties that want to produce more. 


Arkansas County is the larg- 


est rice producing county with 
an allotment of 76,498 acres. 
Other rice allotments include 
Prairie County, 40,337; Lonoke, 
39,337; Poinsett, 38,391; Cross, 
35.732; Jackson, 20,689; Wood^
